Sir:—In compliance with your request for a report of this De- 
partment covering the year, 1906, I respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing: 

It is with a good deal of satisfaction that I am able to state, that 
the business transactions of the county offices under the super- 
vision of this Department have shown a general and marked im- 
provement in all branches during the past year, and a condition 
has now been reached, as shown by the closing of the year’s busi- 
ness, that the administration of financial affairs in the counties of 
the Territory, will compare favorably with that of any of our 
sister states or territories. 


ASSESSED VALUATIONS. 


The total assessed valuation of the Territory for the year 1906 
was $45,987,867.81, from which there was deducted by reason of 
exemptions allowed heads of families the sum of $2,744,621.50, 
leaving subject to taxation $43,242,746.31; and, as compared with 
1905, a net gain of $3,157,340.38. This increase in assessed valua- 
Hon represents legitimate property values, and on which full col- 
lections of taxes will no doubt be made during the present year. 

One of the main objects sought to be accomplished, since the 
creation of this office, has been to have the assessors of the several 
counties of the Territory list all property subject to taxation and 
to eliminate from the rolls erroneous and double assessments ; and, 
with reference to realty, much attention has been paid to have same 
appear on the rolls properly described to insure the collection of 
taxes levied. There still remains much to be desired in this direc- 
tion, yet looking back over the past four years, it can be seen that 
great improvement has been made during that period. A large 
percentage of the property of the Territory is now assessed on a. 
more equitable basis than heretofore and assessors and boards of 
county commissioners have, with but comparatively few excep- 
tions, been governed in the matter of valuations by those fixed by 
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the Territorial Board of Equalization on the different classes of 
property. 

To show the better condition of our assessments, attention only 
need to be called to the matter of collections. The percentage of 
which has been gradually increasing. Four years ago, and prior, 
the average collection of taxes over the Territory for ‘territorial 
purposes barely reached sixty per cent, and the result of the collec- 
tions made during the past year reached the high mark of 89.87. 
per cent. 

Tt has frequently been suggested that assessors be elected for a 
term of four years, and experience demonstrates that the sugges- 
tion is one worthy’ of consideration. The frequent changing of 
assessors does much to retard a proper assessment. The office of 
assessor is without-doubt the most important of all county offices, 
and yet, as a general rule, inexperienced men are elected; and, as 
a result, it is seldom that improvement is made in the assessment 
of the county during the first year of a new incumbent of this 
office. We will have this obstacle to contend with, to a large ex- 
tent, during the present year’s assessment as out of the 25 counties 
of the Territory but five county assessors succeed themselves; and 
the newly elected men are practically without experience in the 
routine of the duties of their office. 

I hand you herewith a comparative abstract ‘for the years 1905. 
and 1906, of the assessment of the property of the Territory 

FINANCIAL CONDITION OF COUNTIES. 

In the last report made by his department for the year 1905, 
under this head, it was stated, that the financial conditions of the 
counties of the Territory, were never better than at that time. 

The showing made for the year 1906 is still better. 

The summary following, of attached statement, headed, “Com- 
parative statement, showing receipts and disbursements for the 
years 1905 and 1906, shows interesting totals:

With reference to the item of disbursements, at a glance it 
would naturally appear, that with increased collections, cost of 
maintaining county governments had correspondingly increased, 
but this is true only to a very small extent, as by reference to sheet 
marked, *Disbursements," it will be seen that a very large part 
of the increased expenditure, was for the purpose of improving 
publie highways, county buildings, remittances to the territorial 
treasurer—this item alone amounting to over $77,000.00— settle- 
ments with municipal treasurers, increased expenditure for schools 
and other miscellaneous items, none of which are properly charge- 
able to inereased cost of maintaining county governments. 

Attention is particularly called to the columns, headed “Receipts 
for year" in statement above referred to, and that a comparison 
between same, indieates that the greatly bettered condition, is not 
confined to any onc section of the Territory, but that all of the 
counties, with only one or two exceptions, have helped build the 
gratifying totals. ` : 


The two large statements attached, headed respectively. “Re- ` 


ceipts” and “Disbursements,” are general summaries, by counties 
of collections from all sources and disbursements from all funds 
and are of value for purpose of comparison between counties. 

The county officials, under the supervision of this office as a rule 
have worked in harmony with the Auditor and the bettered con- 
ditions, are due to the fact that the business of the counties during 
the past year has been handled in a more systematic and business- 
like manner. 

There has been no increase in the bonded indebtedness of the 
counties during the past year, although bonds have been issued 
in some of the school districts for erection of school houses. This 
is shown on sheet marked “Receipts” under head of “Sale of bonds.” 

Since the last report this office has installed in the offices of 
county treasurers a new system of bond and coupon registers, 
which keeps a complete account and record of this important 
branch of the'county records and which has been very badly needed. 
In this connection I renew my récommendation that the present 
legislature pass an act, requiring that all bonds, issued by counties 
and school districts be registered in this office.

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The territorial banks, under the supervision of this office, have 
been examined as required by law, so far as time would permit, 
and statements of condition have been promptly furnished by such 
institutions whenever called upon. 

As heretofore recommended by this office, a new territorial 
banking act should be passed, as under our present statutes, the 
examiner is practically without authority to insist on any recom- 
mendations being carried out by territorial banks, should the condi- 
tion of any such institutions warrant such action on his part, 
either by reason of illegal or unsafe banking methods. , Fortu- 
nately, up to this time, the necessity has not arisen for any drastic 
aetion on his part, but should the oceasion arise, he should be in 
a position to take prompt and decisive action. 

Attached is the condition, summarized, of the territorial banks 
at close of business December 31st, last.
